In response to inquiries Robert Lan­ 
sing, acting so retarj o f state, has giv­ 
en out 11 statem ent containing the ad 
m inistration s bit ipretation o f the law 
regarding the shipm ent of contraband 
articles from the I nited States to conn 
tries now ¡it war in Hu rope. The state­ 
m ent says 
“ It should be understood that, gen­ 
erally speaking, a citizen o f the Unit 
«1 B tates can sell to a belligerent gov­ 
ernm ent or its agent any article o f 
com m erce which he pleases. 
He Is not 
prohibited from doing this by any rule 
o f International law, by any treaty pro­ 
vision or by any statu te of rttr United 
States. 
It m akes no difference wheth­ 
er the articles sold are exclusively for 
w ar purposes, such as firearm s, e x ­ 
plosives, etc., or are foodstuffs, cloth­ 
ing, horses, etc.. for the use of the 
arm y or navy of the belligerent. 
"Fu rth erm ore a neutral governm ent 
is not compelled by international law, 
by treaty or ’>y statu te to prevent these 
sales 
to 
a 
belligerent. 
Such 
sales, 
therefore, by A m erican citizens do not 
in the least affect the neutrality o f the 
U nited Stiiti s. 
“ It is true that such articles as those 
mentioned are considered contraband 
and are, outside the territorial ju ris­ 
diction of a neutral nation, su bject to 
seizure by an enem y o f the purchasing 
governm ent, but it is the enem y’s duty 
to prevent the articles reaching their 
destination, not the duty of the nation 
whose citizens have sold tbein.”
